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THE MADEAS FAMINE. 


A Dreadful Account of the Starving Con- 
dition oi the Natives. 

All Hindoos nro charitable by nature. 
Most families have crowds of hungry 
hangers-on, oven in tho best of times, 
but ■with this groat dearth the family 
burdens have been greatly added to. 
In going through a street of tho more 
■wealthy part of the town it is coiumou 
to see at almost every bouse a number 
of poor yjeople collected waiting for 
the daily dolo of food, and in this way 
tho native communities of this and 
other towns have been doing quietly 
and unostentatiously a great deal to 
help their poorer brothren in a struggle 
for life. But from all that I can learn 
distress is already reaching the class 
above the very poor. With these there 
are caste ditlioulties about getting food 
at tho regular relief houses, and many 
are gradually starving before the 
pressure becomes so great that they 
will leave behind their pride and social 
prejudices, and join tho common herd 
at the government kitchens. With 
regard to the town of Madias, the 
local committees are now making in- 
quiries regarding the numbers of the 
better classes who are in want of relief, 
and this relief will bo administered as 
far as possible in a manner consonant 
with the feelings and usages of the 
classes we wish to benefit. It ts quite 
certain that the destitution is very veal. 
Within a stono's throw of my house 
there is a native village tenanted by 
servants of Europeans, small shop- 
keepors and others, and for some time 
past my wife has been feeding a few 
little starvelings belonging to this vil- 
lage on bread and milk. These are not 
immigrants, but children of our local 
poor, and out of a dozen little things 
who come every morning for their food, 
two or three are so far gone that they 
will not be saved. If we fed all who 
wanted help out of this small village 
we should have hundreds on tho list. 

As I write there comes before me a 
woman with two children, tho woman 
in the last stage of exhaustion, one 
child at her breast, with a face liko a 
little wizened old man, and its body a 
mere skeleton, the other child, a little 
girl of five years of age, extremely 
emaciated and feeble. With this family 
are two young girls, both miserably 
thin and famine-stricken, and with 
their strength quito spent. They all 
speak with voices that aro thin, and 
sounding as if far away, just as hap- 
pens in patients in the last stage of 
cholora. A little warm soup and bread 
and milk for tho children, revives all 
of them in a wonderful way. After 
a rest they got a meal of curry and rice, 
and are 6ent off on a cart to a roliof 
camp. Standing at tho entrance gate 
of my house, I can in half an hour 
count hundreds of wretched creatures 
who have hardly strength enough left 
to drag their weary limbs along. These 
are the housoless and homeless wand- 
erers from distant villages, for whom 
the Government provides centers of 
relief; but tho pcoplo will not rest 
quietly and conserve their energies, 
Thoy drag themselves and their feeble 
children about, wandering from camp 
to camp, until the time comes for thorn 
to lie down and die. 

Deaths in tho streets are getting 
more frequent. One day last week I 
saw a small crowd assembled near to 
Government House. Tho people wero 
gathered" around a famined family; 
ono of whom, a littlo girl of sovon, was 
dying of exhaustion. The bystanders 
wore trying to feed her with milk and 
rico, but sho could not swallow. In 
Bangalore I hear that tho peoplo dio 
in the streets at tho rate of fiftoon or 
twenty a day, and tho polico in Madras 
are reporting such doaths as common. 
■Jhoro comes a time in tho oourse of 
qvory famino when the peoplo affected 
by tho seal city can neither exert' them- 
selves nor bear any climatic changes 
without great peril of lifo. Bodies 
enfeobled by long privation aro vory 
susceptiblo to fatiguo and weather 
changes. Tho last ton days havo been 
a rainy time, and tho mortality among 
the famino camps has been higher than 
ever, Rumors reach us that tho Vice- 
roy is coming down immediately from 
Simla to Bombay and Madras to con- 
sult with tho local authorities in regard 
to futuro arrangements for tho man- 
agement of the famino. Lord Lytton 
will not arrive a day too soon, Tho 
food supply of tho peoplo of Madras 



and Mysore and the threatened exten- 
sion of the famino area in Bombay are 
matters of the highest imporial inter- 
est, and should be discussed in the 
heart of the famino aret and not in tho 
cloud-capped Capua of tho Himalayas. 
—London Times' Madras Letter, 
August Gtu.

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 



EUllOPE. 
Vienna, Oct. 4.— -The Geeo-ofi's have 
arrived at Constantinople. 

Russia has offered to cloar obstruc- 
tions from the mouth of thd Danube if 
neutral powers will guarantee to pro- 
vent the entranco of Turkish men-of- 
war during the present war. 

Makajal, Oct. 3. — A general attack 
'was made on Mukhtar Pasha's whole 
line this morning. Gon. Melikofl was 
in command. Under orders of Grand 
Duke Michael, the key of Mnkhtar's 
position, which was defended by only 
a single battalion, was attacked on 
three sides and captured. The bat- 
talion was annihilated. Tho Turks 
tried to recapture this point, but wero 
repulsed. Further progress of the 
Russians was insignificant, but hopes 
are entertained of cutting off Mukhtar 
from Kars. The Russians bivouacked 
on the conquered positions. Fighting 
is sure to recommence early to morrow. 
About 1,500 Russians were killed and 
wounded. The Turks were misled by 
their spies, and only expected to boat- 
tacked on their Hanks. 

London, Oct.4.--A Belgrade dispatch 
reports active interchange of communi- 
cations between Servia and Greece.tho 
dispatch of cannon to tho frontier, and 
other warlike signs. 

Vienna, Oct. 4.— A dispatch says a 
number of Polos have been arrested 
for connection with tho recent con- 
spiracy. The fact that arms have been 
seized at various railway stations in 
Austrin has produced a great seasatiou 
as it seems to indicate that soino at- 
tempt was intended in the direction of 
Poland as well as Roumania. 

London, Oct. 4.— The Viauna "Polit- 
ical Correspondence" announces that 
Russia has asked Roumania for a fur- 
ther contingent of forty thousand mon 
for which she promises tho cession of 
a portion of Russia, Bessarabia and a 
considerable subsidy. 

Constantinople, Oct. i.— Mukhtar 
Pasha telegraphs a long account of 
Wednesday's battle, which appears to 
have been indecisive. Ho says out- 
posts withdrew from Great Camlar, 
which is probably the position tho cap- 
ture of which by Gen. Melikoff was 
described in the dispatch from Karaja 
yesterday. The Russian attacks on 
Little Camlar and Kizelepah wore un- 
successful. On the right of the Turks 
being threatened by six battalions, 
assumed the offensive. They stormed 
Gladidagh and after five hours' fighting 
pursued the Russians to Aspatckai. 
Night stopped the conflict and both 
aides maintained their position. 
Mukhtar estimates the Russian loss at 
500; Turkish loss unknown. Fasel 
Pasha is wounded. There was no 
fighting on Thursday except at Kara- 
jalette, of which he gives no details. 
The rumor that two Russian generals 
were killed is unfounded. The porto 
in a dispatch to its representatives 
claims that Mukhtar gained an over- 
whelming victory. 

London, Oct. 4. — A Rustchuek special 
of Ocd. 3d says the reuowal of tho bom 
bardmont by the IUisaiim batteries at 
Guii&oTG inflicted enormous damagas up- 
on tha town of Kustchuck. A great pro- 
portion of the houses are in ruins. Only 
a few remain entire. The entrenchments, 
however, are intact. Tho health of tho 
garrison and inhabitants is good, and cas- 
ualties are few. 

Vienna, Oct. -t. — Trusty roports from 
Berlin state that by Emperor William's 
special.order a note has been sent to Con- 
stantinople very earnestly urging that tho 
principles- of Humanity plionkl be no lon- 
ger violated. He don't exactly threaten 
the Turks, but loaves no doubt of tho 
high indignation felt, and that tho Ger- 
man government don't intend silently and 
indifferently to look on. 

London, Oct. 1— The sudden decline in 
consols yesterday was duo to large with- 
drawals of gold from tho Bank of Eng- 
land, which created tho impression that 
it must becomo dearer. 

Paris, Oct. d— Julos Simon is out of 
danger. Tho hearing of Gambotta's ap- 
peal against tho sentence of the correc- 
tional tribunal islixed for October 10th. 

London, Oct. 5— Further particulars of 
the battle beforeKars niako it evident that 
the Russians assaulted the Turkish posi- 
tions along the whole line, and wero re- 
pulsed with heavy loss. Tho main action 
was fought on Tuonduy. Tho Turkish 
lino extondod from Great and Littlo Ya- 
gui, two fortified hills in tho Kuniskada 
plain as far as Ani, on Aroctai river, with 
tho centre advanced towards Yore and 
resting on Kiziltope. Russians are rein- 
forced by now troops and those lately em- 
ployed against tho Caucasian insurgents 
begun the battlo at daybreak Tuesday by 
an assault on tho Groat Yagui, the ex- 
treme outwork of Mukhtar Pasha's forti- 
fications, twelve miles duo east of Ears. 
Tho Turks'seem to have been taken by sur- 
prise. A singlo Turkish battalion defend- 
ing Great 25agui was cut to pieces or cap- 
tured by tho post after two hours' obstin- 
ate defense, which gave tho Turks oppor- 
tunity to prepare for tho next assault. 
Up to this point all accounts agreo, but 
regarding the subsequent events thoy are 
very tooflicting. 

A Turkish official dispatch says a great 
battlo enBued which lasted 13 hours. Tho 
repeated Russian attucks wero repulsed 
with heavy loss. 

Constantinople, Oct. 5— Mukhtar Pas- 
ha telegraphs that on Thursday the Turks 
reoccupiod tho hoights of Great Yagui, 
which bud been ovaouated by tho Rus- 
sians during tho night. Two Turkish 
columns are now attacking tho Rus- 
sians, who are concentrated on tho 
the bank of Karahal opposite Kabaka, 
whi!" the Turkish cavalry from Boubatan, 
and a corps from Eizeltopo have boon 
aent to cut the communications of tho 
Russian camp at Earabal. T1ig fighting 
was proceeding when the telegram was 
dispatched (Thursday) ; but Mukhtar Pa- 
sha concludes us follows: " Wo have 
every confidence in our success." 

A telegram from Mukhtar Pasha, dated 
Thursday evoning, announces that tho 
Russians wero defeated on all sides with 
» loss of 5,000 killed, Thoy havo fallon 



back on Karajal, pursued by the Turks. 

London, Oct. 5. — A telegram from 
Moscow states that iiftolligonco is receiv- 
ed thoro that tke Russians repulsed two 
attacks by Mukhtar Pasha, Tbursday.with 
hoavy loss. 

Constantinople, Oct. 5— Mohemot Aii'n 
recall is ascribed to the influence of Mab- 
moud Uahmoud, tho Sultan's brother-in- 
law. 

Vienna, Oct. 5.— A correspondent says 
Mehemet Ali's removal is duo to tho in- 
trigues of jealous Turkish rivals, who ac- 
cused him of surrounding himself with 
Gorman and other foreign officers who re- 
vealed his plans to the RussiauB. Tho 
Egyptian prince Hassan is prominent 
amongst MdhemePs detractors. It i3 nota- 
blo that Mehemet Ali's last action failed in 
a great measure because tho Egyptian 
troops did not support him. 

London, Oct, 5.— A correspondent with 
Gen. Melikoff's army, telegraphing from 
Rosorechouo, under date of Thursday, 
Bays: At 3 o'clock this afternoon tho Rus- 
sians wore surrounding Kizlilepo, when 
Mukhtar Pasha, desperate at seeing his 
communication with Ears threatened, ad- 
vanced against our contro with twenty 
battalions. Tho Turks were received with 
a crushing artillery 'liro. Tho ltussian 
tirullours drove thorn back, pursuing 
them to Loubatan till nightfall. Tho 
Turks wero utterly demoralized, and 
everywhere took to flight. To-morrow 
(Friday) a great battlo is expected along 
tho whole front, when we hopo to cut 
Mnkhtar's communications and render 
his position hopeless. Our loss is un- 
known, but over 2,000 are reported miss- 
ing. 

A Russian bulletin from Grand Duke 
Nicholas 1 headquarters at Karajal, dated 
tho 2-tth, says: After the capture of Groat 
Yagui.it was found that Little Yagui was 
so strongly fortified that tho attempt to 
assault it was considered premature. Af- 
ter 10 battalions sent from tho Turks to 
reinforce Mukhtar Pasha had been re- 
pulsed, our troops fortified themselves in 
tho positions thoy occupied. Our loss 
Thursday was 3,000 killed and wounded. 
Tho enemy's losses are not less. 

London, Oct. 5.— A Berlin dispatch says 
the Russians officially acknowledge) (he 
loss of 52,000 men up to Sept. 27th. 

Berlin, Oct. 5. — Mehemet resigned tho 
chief command of tho Turkish army on 
account of a lack of co-oporatiou by other 
generals and because the government fail- 
ed to furnish the reinforcements de- 
manded. 

London, Oct. 5. — According to un- 
official accounts tho Russians under Grand 
Duke Mieheal have been defeated between 
Ani and Eatio. Two Russian generals 
wero killed. 

It is rumored that peace negotiations 
will shoitly commonco between tho Porto 
and Montenegro. 

Bucharest, Oct. 5.— Considerable dis- 
cussion is going on relative to the means 
of keoping communication across tho 
Danube opon during the winter. One 
plan suggested, is constructing a bridge 
upon floating iron cylinders. Another 
plan is for a ilcot of steamers to be kept 
constantly crossing. Supporters of tho 
lattor plan point to tho fact that tho Hud- 
son river ferries are kept going during 
the winter under far moro disadvantage- 
ous circumstances relative to tho ice and 
current than would have to be encounter- 
ed on the Danube. 

Rome, Oct. 5. — Tho Turkish chargo 
d'affairs has requested Sonor Malegari, 
minister of foreign affairs, to recall tho 
Italian consul -aiul vico consul at Rust- 
chuk, otherwise their exequatur will bo 
withdrawn by tho Porto, 
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This Day at I I a. m.

An Old-time Murder Brought to Light 
at Lillooet! 



(ExoluaiTO Dispatch to the Colonist.) 

Clinton, Oct. 8. — On Wednesday last 
Ghalposolles, tho Fountain tyhee, prefer- 
ed a charge of murder against a Lillooet 
Indian named Charley at tho same time 
giving the Indian up to tho authorities. 
He was examined before F. W. Foster, 
J. P., when an Indian woman testified that 
in tho latter part of tho summer of 1870 
Charley shot and killed a man on t he trail 
nearly opposite Lillooet. After killing 
the man Charley took his money ($20) 
also his pack, which he afterwards throw 
into the Fraser. lie dragged tho body 
about 50 feot from the trail and throw it 
among some rocks where another Indian 
testified to having soon tho skeleton of a 
man two years ago. Tho woman does not 
know tho man, but supposed him to bo re- 
turning from Cariboo. Piisouor stated 
that he camo up with tho man on tho trail 
dying from tho ellocts of a shot fired by 
another Indian who ho did not, name, lie 
admits he took tho man's blankets after 
ho died, but afterwards throw thorn into 
tho Fraser. Mr. Foster romauded the 
prisoner ono week whon tho Indians pro- 
mised to bring tho skololon here for ex- 
amination. Tho woman says fear pre- 
vented her telling of tho murdor boforo. 
Much praise is duo Chulposclles for his 
prompt action in tho matter upon learn- 
lug a murdor had boon committed e>ou so 
many yoars ago. 

Bom Foroury. — A series of bold for- 
geries havo been developed in New York 
City. W. O. Oilman, a broker in insur- 
ance stock, one of tho most highly re- 
spected men in the city, has been found to 
havo raised script, bonds of stock from 
$100 each to sums that aggregate $3Uf>,- 
000. Nearly ovory moneyed institution 
is a loser; so groat was the oonfidonco felt 
in the forgor that tho soeuritioa were not 
oxamiuod. Ho doalt largely in script of 
tho Ifew York Mutual, Muino, Commer- 
cial Mutual and Union Mutual In- 
surance companion; but a full examina- 
tion showed that tho forgeries wero strict- 
ly confined to the Atlantio Mutual Insur- 
ance Company and tho American Ex- 
ohaugo and Metropolitan Batiks. Gil man 
has fled and cannot be found.

The crook is called Walker 
Creek. It has been prospeoted for threo 
luilos, and found to bo good all through. 
I have hoard it said, in fact, that the par- 
ties applying for a diBoovory claim know 
not where to locate as tho best. I nm told 
the creek is about seven milos long. Syl- 
vester is preparing to make a trail to en- 
able him to got suimlies in by pack ani- 
mals. I suppose 300 men are thoro by 
this. Even from this plaeo, as latoas it is 
in tko season, all aro gouo who could go 
or who wore doing nothing. I beliove 
•18 oz. of tho dust from the croek goos 
down for assay. 4 It looks well and is a, 
kind of shot gold, better than Thibort 
Creek and not so good as MoDamo 
Crook. Four men obtained about SI, 250 
in twonty days. I believo them to bo tho 
disooverers. It prospects nothiug to tho 
pun, but is positively stated as good tlig- 
ings, shallow and $20 per day. In twenty- 
fivo years of mining experience I havo 
been deceived as many times as to tho real 
merits and bo I eoucludo by hoping it will 
be §10 per day. Nothing in my mind 
would justify men to come hero this seas- 
on. By next mail, tho oloso of thoaea3on, 
everything will bo known, and if this 
creek turns out anything like it will cause 
a great many to visit this part next spring. 
Snow storms for threo days. I think min- 
ing is qtiito in its infancy in this part. 
All well; no sickness. E.S.

Interesting Extract. 

From tho work "Canada and tho United 
States," written by Mr. P. O'Leary .whose 
arrival in town was noticed on Saturday, 
we extract tho following passage, which 
clearly shows tho writer understands our 
eountiy as well as well as its laws, insti- 
tutions and Government, and has the fa- 
culty of putting on paper and giving to 
th'o public the result of his investigation 
and travels: 

"As a rule pooplo form thoir idoas from 
■urrounding ciroumstances, conaoqnently 
it is vory difficult for n workiugman in tho 
United Kingdom to realize the sizo or im- 
mensity of America, there being no word 
iu tho English language sufficiently ex- 
pressive to convey tho fulnoss of its im- 
portance to his mind. For instanco, tho 
Dominion of Canada is i!,liiG,GSl square 
miles, and tho United States 2,033. 5S8, 
whilo tho wholo of Europe is but 3,900,- 
000. From these figures it will be easily 
BCbU why Canada is encouraging immi- 
gration and settlement, having before her 
tho example of the United States who in 
oiio hundred years havo devoloped from 
threo and a-half millions to forty millions, 
what they aro now. Tho population of 
tho Dominion is a littlo ovor four mil- 
lions, and probably there are no othor 
four milliousou tho surface of tho globo 
that during tho last twenty years mudo 
greater progress than the Canadians. 
Thoy have soveral boautiful towns with 
municipal arrangements of ovary kind. 
They havo constructed between three and 
four thousand miles of railway, and thus 
established a largo trade betweon tho in- 
terior and tho Atlantic Ocean. They have 
a system of inland navigation extending 
200 miles from tho soa, nearly a dietauco 
of two thousand milos. They have brought 
into cultivation a large area of land which 
enables them to export to Europe vast 
quantities of food. Thoy havo a postal 
arrangement almost as good and as cheap 
as tho United Kingdom, and thoro is 
telegraphic communication botwoen tho 
towns and villages. There is a perfect 
equality for every creed and opinion, and 
tho school laws aro liberal, wise and just, 
placing facilities for education within the 
roach of tho vory poorest. Socioty is or- 
derly and "'ell conducted, tho^strong arm 
of tho law reaching every member of tho 
community alike. Tho climate is cold iu 
winter and warm in summer, but very 
hoalthy — the air being light, dry and puro 
of which thoro can be no stronger evi- 
dence than .that roofs of tin will last from 
fifty to sixty years without rust. Tho 
Government iB semi-iudepondont, the 
ohjef oxooutivo being tho Governor-Gen- 
eral, who is appointed by tho Queen. The 
Canadians mako their own laws, each 
Province having a parliament of its own 
to manage local affairs, tho wholo being 
legislated form a Federal parliament, ti^e 
Provinces sending representatives in pro- 
portion to population, — those representa- 
tives being paid (ov tho time and expense 
devoted ta tho carrying out of their par- 
liamentary duties. There is a second 
chamber, tho mombors of which aro call- 
ed Sonator.s, and aro appointed, but only 
for lifo, the distinction not being heredi- 
tary as in the House of Lords. Thoro is 
no State Church or State paid olergy. 
Tho laws of primogeniture and entail are. 
abolished and \\w transfer of land is cheap 
and ousy, to that in many respects tho 
Canadian Confederation is an eligiblo 
field for the enterprising capitalist or tho 
sturdy emigrant from tho British Isles."
